Laketon,  Cassiar, 
June,  1877. 

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the 
following  particulars  relative  to  my  district: — 

Owing  to  the  unprecedented  mildness  of  the  past 
winter,  mining  operations  commenced  this  season 
fully  one  month  earlier  than  usual.  As  the  fall  of 
snow,  however,  has  been  greater,  so  have  the  lakes, 
rivers,  creeks,  &c.,  been  raised  considerably  above 
their  ordinary  high  water  mark  by  the  spring  freshets. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  damage  done 
by  the  latter  has  been  but  trifling,  and  in  a short  time 
work  will  have  steadily  commenced  for  the  summer. 

There  are  about  thirteen  hundred  men  scattered 
throughout  Cassiar  at  present,  of  these  some  four 
hundred  are  Chinese. 

Several  hill  claims  are  paying  fairly  on  Dease  Creek, 
in  some  cases  the  yield  being  reported  to  bo  from  $20 
to  $100  per  day  to  the  hand.  Creek  claims  are  not 
yet,  owing  to  the  fre.-^hets,  in  working  order. 

Ground  sluicing  is  being  carried  on  extensively  at 
Thiberts  Creek  while  high  water  lasts;  no  attempt  to 
wash  up  has  yet  been  made  there. 

Reports  from  JlcDames  Creek  and  tributaries  are 
better  than  they  have  ever  been  ; the  tunnel  claims  on.
